3. Clainns 1-30 are allowed. 

Hsu et al. (U.S. Pat. No. 6,690,604), Balamurugan etal. (U.S. Pat. No. 
6,320,795), Blomgren et al. (U.S. Pat. No. 6.104,642) and Hwang et al. (U.S. Pat. No. 
5,870,331 ) disclose a register file similar to that of the present application, but fail to 
teach: 

"a device coupled to the driving signal trace and the local bit trace to intelligently 
charge and float the local bit trace, the intelligent charging and floating facilitated by 
determination of a selection of one of the data cells" as claimed In the independent 
claim 1 ; or 

"a first device coupled to the first driving signal trace and the first local bit trace 
and a second device coupled to the second driving signal trace and the second local bit 
trace, the first and second devices to intelligently charge and float the respective flrst 
and second local bit traces, the intelligent charging and floating facilitated by 
determination of a selection of one of the data cells in the plurality of data, cells; and 
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global multiplexing logic coupled to the first and second local bit traces to facilitate 
provision of a selected data value of the address data cell on an output signal trace" as 
claimed in the independent claim 11; or 

"determining whether a set of data cells comprises a selected data cell; and 
conditionally electrically decoupling a driving signal trace from a local bit trace upon said 
determining, said local bit trace coupled to said set of data cells" as claimed in the 
independent claim 20; or 

"a first device coupled to the first driving signal trace and the first local bit trace 
and a second device coupled to the second driving signal trace and the second local bit 
trace, the first and second devices to intelligently charge and float the respective first 
and second local bit traces, the intelligent charging and floating facilitated by 
determination of a selection of one of the data cells in the plurality of data cells; and 
global multiplexing logic coupled to the first and second local bit traces to facilitate 
provision of a selected data value of the address data cell on an output signal trace; a 
memory configured to store data; and a bus coupled to the processor and memory to 
facilitate data exchange between the processor and memory" as claimed in the 
independent claim 23.
